The new 
vost-office building and stores being erected 
y Messrs. Harnil.& Bros. Messrs. Harrold, 
Johnson & Co., are building a new botel that 
will have about thirty or forty rooms, .with 
office, bar and billiard rooms attached. Mr. 
J. B. i erry is also building a hotel,which will 
be known as the VPerry house, containing 
about thirty rooms. A company has been or- 
ganized and will build a cotton seed oil mill 
this summer, to begin operation as soon as the 
cotton season sets in. Our public schools are 
said to excel any in the state in average daily 
attendance, cost per scholar and number of 
scholars in attendance according to school 
population.

In the first and furemost place the advan-

On the place is a good eight 
room dwelling house, good store house and 
plenty operative houses, with a cotton gin 
and screw and grist mill, and there will be 
shortly a saw mill proce’ in running order to 
consume some of the fine timber on the land.

MORE FACTS ABOUT THE GREAT 
STATE STORM. 


Further Details of the Ravages of the Elements on 
Monday and Tuesday— Houses Wrecked in San. 
dersville—In Chatham ad Quitman 
Counties—Bullock and Effingham. 


From the Sandersville Herald. 

The equinoctial storm, as it may properly 
be called, began on Sunday afternoon as a 
rainstorm, continuing with but little inter- 
mission until Tuesday evening. The rain- 
fall was at times very. heavy, attended with 
frequent thunderings and lightnings, - and 
about 11 o'clock on Monday a violent tor- 
nado extending not more than 200 or 300 
yards in width, made a destructive sweep 
through portions of the county.

The storm had blown over, and though a 
cloudy livery yet overcast the heavens, all 
had become calm when tidings were brought 
in that considerable damage was conein the 
south end of the town to trees and fencing, 
and that aseriuus disaster had occurred at 
the plantation of Hon. J. T. Youngblood, 
some four miles southwest of Sandersville. So 
far as we have learned at this writing this is 
the first place in the county strack by the 
storm. ‘lwo large shelters were blown down, 
one of which fell on seven mules. One mule 
got himself out. One only was killed out- 
right, his neck being broken. Three others 
have broken legs or are otherwise bruised and 
injured, while three others do not seem seri- 
ously hurt. The account we have from Judge 
Youngblood, who visited the wreck soon after 
thestorm. A large wagon shelter was also 
blown down, three wagons broken and syrup 
kettle upset. He also states that the beauti- 
ful mulberry grové in the yard was almost 
entirely destroyed. His Joss he estimates at 
$800 or $1,000. This was about the extent of 
the damage in that vicinity, nor did he see 
any evidences of the storm at any other place 
between the city and his plantation. 

[IN SANDERSVILLE 

The greatest daimaye sustained was in the 
southern part of the city. The shade and 
fruit trees on the lot occupied by Mr. J. R. 
Wicker were generally blown down, also on 
the lot of Mrs. Z. Roughton they were badly 
broken or blown down, while the fencing on 
these and other lots adjacent was leveled in 
many places. The telegraph poles were also 
thrown down and _ the wires prostrated. 
Sume other trees on Harris street were blown 
down, and some fencing demolished east of 
Eureka mills. Passing from town the cy- 
clone arose and ayaim descended near. thie 

lace of Mr. ‘lt. J. Jackson, occupied by Mr. 
vin Lord, on the Davisboro road, This 
house was completely wrecked, and its 
tlinbers scattered in every direction. Mr. 
Lord,an aged man,had anarm badly hurt, but 
we learn it is not broken, as at first it wassup- 
posed to be. His wife and grand daughtér 
were also hurt by the falling timbers, the lat- 
ter quite seriously. His grand-son we learn 
was not seriously hurt. Judge Newman, the 
tnoughtful ordinary, learning of their home- 
less and sutfering condition, kindly sent con- 
veyances and had them brought.to the Dug- 
gan house in this city, where they will be 
conifortably provided for. Mr. Jonas Hart- 
ley’s place near by next suffered from the 
ravages of the relentless destroyer. Here- 
every house was prostrated except the dwel- 
ling, which was unroofed ‘and lifted up and 
borne several feet from its former site; fortu- 
nately no one seriously hurt. The next evi- 
dences of the devastating march of the cy- 
clone are to be seen in the destruction of the 
beautiful oak forest grove at Sisters church. 

So great is the wreck of timber here that a 
circuitous road far to the rear is now used by 
travelers along this highway. The trees are 
generally wrenched olf, leaving a_ broken 
stump of several feet while the 4runks and 
laps lie in the wildest confusion with their 
tops pointing in various directions. <A stately 
oak, standing in fronv of the.chureh, that has 
for overa. half century aflurded shelter to 
those seeking its friendly shade, and that had 
doubtless breasted the storms of centuries, 
bowed to the blast and lies prostrate. on the 
ground. We are glad to state that notwith- 
standing: the awful destruction of the 
timber, the church is unharmed. Sweep- 
ing on tg the northeast, several out- 
buildings on Mr. Thomas Salter’s place were 
unrooted, fencing destroyed. and fodder 
stucks sweptaway. The dwelling of Mr. D. 
G. (Doc) Watkins comparatively new, as the 
former one was burned some three years 
since, was leveled with the ground, the 
front sill was cirried at least 100. yards. Mr. 
Watkins with his wife aud fourchildren were 
in the building when it was struck, but mar- 
velous to tell, Mrs. Watkins was the only one 
hurt. She was struck by a window post and 
is quite seriousiy injured. The large and 
strongly built gin house of Mr. Bryant Wat- 
kins next was hurled to the ground as a toy 
in a giant's band. " 

We learn that the plantation of Mrs. Hooks, 
beyona Warthen, was visited by a cyclone on 
Monday, we presume a parallel current of the 
one detailed above. Several outbuildings 
were destroyed, we learn, and negro houses 
blown down, but no destruction of life so far 
as ascertained. On the Warthen homestead, 
this side of the village, a new framed build- 
ing was blown down level with the floor, but 
its occupants, a colored man and his wife and 
three children, were unhurt. The track of 
each of these cyclones on Munday is said to 
be identically the same as that marked by 
each in the year 1874. The breadth of the 
cyclone on Monday varied at different points 
from 100 to 400 yards. These losses will bear 
heavily upon the unfortunate sutferers, who 
in common with the peuple of this section 
generally, ure already oppressed, by the great 
stringency caused by the sad failure of the 
crop uf lasi year. , 

CHATHAM COUNTY. 
From the Savancah News. « 

The rain, which commenced on Monday 
afternoon, developed into a fearful shower 
about eight o'clock, which lasted nearly half 
an hour. It then ceased until about twelve 
o'clock, when, accompanied by astrong wind, 
the rain commenced, and gradually increased 
in violence from three o'clock until nearly 
five yesterday morning, when it came down 
in perfect torrents, and the wind increased in 
velocity. The streets were literally flooded, 
and great pools of water were seen in various 
parts of the city. There was, fortunately, no 
damage done in the city or immediate vicini- 
tv, if We except the destruction of one of the 
large pines on the eastern side of the fountain 
in Forsyth park. This tree was snapped in 
twain about twenty feet from the ground. 

We learn from Conductor Blanchard, of the

| trees along the line of the road were bluwn 
down between this city and Grahamville, and 
several of the telegraph: poles were prostrated, 
At Ferrebeeville, three miles this side of Gra- 
hamville, the storm was very severe. The 
residence of Mr Henry Mew, near the station, 
was unroofed, the piazzas blown entirely 
away, and the, store adjoining was toppled 
completely over, and presented the appear- 
ance of being wrecked. So far as we heard

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‘ THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

In the senate, the tariff commission bill 
was opposed chiefly vy democrats. Senator 
srown and a few other democrats yoted in 
favor of it, and several refused to vote at all. 
It was certainly nota question to dodge, for 
1 it isa matter of little moment whether a tar- 
iff reformer* favors or opposes a commission. 
In other words, his position in regard to the 
policy of a commission does not affect his po- 
sition as a tariffreformer. Our own opinion, 
which has been freely expressed heretofore,is 
that the commission, like the movement 
to abolish the internal revenue — sys- 
terh, is a device on the part 
of the monopolists to postpone and defeat real 
tarift reform. The fact that these monopolists 
have succeeded in securing the sympathy and 
effective co-operation of protectionists is sig- 
nificant only as a gauge of the confidence—or 
lack of confidence—with which the protec- 
tionists assume to regard the people. This 
assumption is not peculiar to protectionists, 
but is shared by the men who represent the 
business classes. These men give the people 
no credit for-conservatism or for the orderly 
mind and habits that are the basis of good 
government. ‘This is fatal to the homogeniety 
of our commerce and our politics, and this 
defect will one day make itself felt in a way 
not now suspected by the wise 
statesmen who go about blindfolded 
endeavoring to behold their shadows in the 
dark. Moreover it is one of the causes and it 
will be the occasion of that centralization 
which the founders of the government appre- 
hended and endeavored to provide against. 
This by the way. 

Admitting that the commission project is a 
device.of the monopolists to postpone and 
ultimately defeat all attempts to revise the 
present tariff system, it does not follow that 
it ought to be violently opposed by the tariff 
reformers. No matter what the intentions of 
the monopolists may be, the commission bill 
is one step, and a very long one, in the direc- 
tion of reform. The discussion which it pro- 
vokes is salutary, and we predict that the next 
congress, fresh from the people, will take 
the matter up and give it prompt attention, 
independently of any commission that may 
have been appointed in the meantime. 

Howbeit, it is idle to ignore the programme 
of the monopolists. The bill may pass and a 
commission of experts may be appointed by 
the president—able and impartial men who 
are willing to devote themselves to a pains- 
taking study of what, after all, isa very sim- 
ple subject; and it may be that the commis- 
sion will make suggestions and recommenda- 
tions of great value; but these suggestions 
and recommendations couid not be utilized 
by the present congress, and the hope that 
they may be taken up by the next congress 
depends upon the character and strength of 
public opinion in favor of a thorough revis- 
ion of the present system. 

At the same time, if nothing better can be 
done, the movement in favor of a commission 
must be utilized to inform public opinion. It 
isin the direction of agitation, and agitation 
is all that is necessary in order to arouse the 
people to the necessity of placing the war- 
tariff, which is now enriching the monopolies, 
upon a peace footing. _ 


SENATOR LOGAN'S EDUCATIONAL BILL. 


Senator Logan delivered about two weeks 
ago a powerful speech in support of his bill 
to devote the tax on distilled spirits to the 
public schools of the United States. The bill 
in question briefly but plainly provides that 
the money so received shall be distributed to 
the several states and territories, not as was at 
first proposed on the basis of illiteracy, but 
strictly on the basis of population according 
to the latest census—no state or territory, how- 
ever, to receive any of the money until it pro- 
vides for compuisory education, and none of 
the money to be expended for the erection of 
school houses or for any other purpose except 
that of educating the children. Attendance 
at school of every child between the ages of 
7 and 12 for at ieast six months in each year 
is made a preliminary condition of any grant 
under this bill. 

The amount of revenue received from the 
taxes on the manufacture and sale of distilled 
spirits for each fiscal year from 1875 to theend 
of 1880, during which time the rate has re- 
mained unchgnged, is show in this table 
taken from the report of a commissioner 
of internal revenue for the year 1881:

This gives a total for the year 1881 of $67,- 
153,974, and a yearly average for the seven 
years of $56,758,338.59, If the bill now be- 
fore the senate becomes a law it will have the 
effect, as heretofore remarked, of distributing 
to the states and territories, according to the 
population asshown by the census returns, 
about $60,000,000 annually of the national 
revenues to be expended by them in educa- 
ting the children of the couniry, provided 
the tax on and production of distilled spirits 
remain substantially as at present. Georgia’s

¥rom the Cincinnatti Enquirer. 

General E. P. Alexander, active president 
of the Louisville and Nashville system, was 
met by an Enquirer reporter on Saturday and 
interrogated in reference to the plans of the 
eompany for the construction of the proposed 
improvements and additions to the system, 
some of which are now in progress and others 
soon to be started. The readers of the Fuqui- 
rer will remember that much has been said in 
reference to the proposed extension of the 
Kentucky Central system south to connect, at 
the Tennessee and Kentucky state line, with 
the northern extension of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia system. The contract 
to complete the road through to Knoxville, 
Tennessee, really belongs to thrcve systems, as 
follows: The Eust Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia. Louisvilie and Nashville and the 
Kentucky Central, 

In reply to the question by the reporter as 
to whether the Louisvilleand Nashville sys- 
tem was still of the intention to perform their 
part of the contract, General Alexander said: 
“The system will build that portion of the 
road they agreed to build, which will be from 
Livingston, the ywesent terminus of the 
Knoxville branch, to the state line, where ] 
will join with the northern extention of the 
Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia route, ° 
rhe distance our system will have to build 
will be about sixty-eight miles, while the dis- 
tance to be constructed by the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia will be but about 
thirty, which will then complete a -route 
from Louisviile to Knoxville. and. thus bring 
this section of the country in direct comumu- 
nication with Knoxville and eastern Tennes- 
see. Weare now working on the portion of 
the road we propose to build, and feel confi- 
dent that we will have it completed by 
the first of mext. January, and, _ per- 
haps, sooner. The country is very rough 
and mountainous, which, of course, 
makes construction a slow process. The East 
Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia system al- 
ready have a road constructed from Knoxville 
to Coreyville, a distance of thirty-eight miles, 
consequently the thirty miles they have to 
construct is from Coreyville to the state line. 
I understand the construction of this exten- 
sivn north from Coreyville is going on quite 
rapidly, and heard only a few days ago that it 
would in all probubility be completed by the 
ist of next October. The Kentucky Central 
will have to complete the otber extension 
north of Livingston before the line can be 
opened through from Cincinnati to Knox- 
ville. T understand it is the intention of the 
last named ruad to commence work on the 
proposed extension as soon as their present 
extension from Winchester to Richmond is 
con pleted.”’ 

‘*How long should it take te complete the 
entire three proposed extensions?” asked the 
reporter. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
will, as I said before, probably be completed 
by October, or by the firstof January, and I 
should think the Kentucky Central would be 
able to get through in the course of a year.” 

“When the three extensions will have been 
completed through trains doubtless will be 
run from Cincinnati to Knoxville and points 
south, as well as from Louisville?’ 

“Certainly. Thatis the intention of the 
construction of the roads. When they are 
completed it will open up another great high-. 
way from the Ohio river to the south and 
southeast. It will make then three direct 
lines from Cincinnati to the south.” 

‘Is it the intention, general,’”’ continued 
the reporter, ‘‘to extend yuur system any fur- 
ther through the south? and’do you also pro- 
pose ntaking the Chicag» and Kastern Illinois 
and Evansville and Terre Haute roads apart 
of the system north of the Ohio river?” 

“The extensions to be made to the system 
in addit.on to that already mentioned will 
consist only of the proposed road from Pen- 
sacola, Fla., along the gulf shore to Tallahas- 
sef, Thatextension is already being made, 
and when completed I think that will com- 
plete, for the present, at least, the ambition 
of the company toenlarge the system, It 
costs too much to build railroads. 1t is cheap- 
er to let other people build them and then 
buy them after they have been built. It is 
the intention of the company, however, to 
eonstruct the Evansville bridge as soon as 
possible. The roads you speak of north of 
the Ohio river will not be woven into the 
system. It is impossible to even 
consulidate the Chicago and East 
ern Lilinois and Evansville and 
Terre Haute roads into one, made so by a re- 
cent decision of the courts. In fact, the 
Louisville and Nashville system does not own 
a controlling interest in the two roads. It is 
true the roads were recently purchased by 
‘parties in New York-who are friendly to our 
system, which, of course, will Lave the effect 
to operate the two roads north of the river in 
harmony with ours. Our system will not 
consolidate any of the roads north of the river 
with the southern system. We are willing to 
treat all the roads north of the river, both at 
Louisville and Cincinnati, alike. 

“Is it true tuat the recent financial 
troubles of the systém have been occasioned 
by the reported large floating debts of the 
company?” | 

“The only occasion for the issuance of new 
bonds was to carry out the proposed construc 
tions above mentioned. Bounds to the amount 
of $10,000,000 were issued, upon which was 
secured the money to complete the Evans 
ville bridge and the Livingston and Pensacola 
extension. During the vear we have added 
materially to the rolling-stock of the system, 
which, of course, has cost us a great deal of 
money. Tbe bonds issued have thirty years, 
to run, and I do not ge ge aa but what they 
can easily be paid out of the earnings of the

had gobbled up this road for the mere pittance 
of completing the same from Asheville to 
Paint Kock, the cost of which was fcund to 
be less than $1,000,000, there was but one opin- 
ion, and that was that the state had been most 
outrageously dealt with by her own law-ma- 
kers, who ordered the sale of the road... This 
opinion led to much bitter public discussion 
atthe time—November, 1880—but- now that 
the road has been completed, and seeing is be- 
lieving, this feeling seems to have disap- 
peared. 

The dream of Morehead and Caldwell—of a 
railroad from Morehead City to the Tennes- 
see line—is at last realized. Wonderful de- 
velopment is already shown along the line of 
the road in the producticn of bright tobacco, 
fur which Buncombe and Madison counties 
are noted, the opening of mines, the starting 
olenormous lumber enterprises by compa- 
nies from Cincinnati and Chicago, and the 
linmense increas? in the value of land, much 
of that on the line of the road having trebled 
in value.

THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE, 

From the Philadelphia Press, 

tichmond and Danville is again coming 
into prominence since it has been evident 
that a company which carries over a surplus 
equivalent to almost 20 per cent on its capital 
stock must pay extra dividends. Work on 
the extension throughthe Alabama coal] fields 
is rapidly progressing. The work is being 
done by the Richmond and Danville exten- 
sion company, under a contract between that 
company and the Georgia Pacific company. 
The extension company h?s a subscribed cap- 
ital stock of $5,000,000, 51 per cent of which 
is owned by the Richmond afid West Point 
railway and, Warehouse company, which is 
popularly known as the “Richmond and 
Danville Terminal company.” Through 
iis ownership of fifty-one per cent 
of the stock the Richmond and Dan- 
ville system will control the entire Georgia 
Pacific enterprise. The Georgia Pacific owns 
100,000 acres of coal and iron lands, through 
which the road is torun. One hundred miles 
of the road are already under contract. By 
the new route the Richmond and Danville 
system would secure conne®=tions with vari- 
ous roads, particularly with the Erlanger 
system. The Erlanger system controls the 
Cincinnati Southern, which will give a 
northwestern connection to the grain and 
wheat centers. It also controls roads run- 
ning from Birmingham through Me= 
ridian, Mississippi, and -Vicksburg, Missis- 
sippi, Which afford extensive connections with 
northern Louisianaand Texas. The Erlangers 
are building a road from Meridian to 
New Orleans, which will secure for the 
Richmond and Danville another route 
to the latter city equally as_ short as 
the present one through Montgomery 
and Mobile, Ala. Bids that have been re- 
ceived for ceriain new lines of work petween 
Birmingham and Anniston have not yet 
been declared, but are uudergoing ‘exami- 
nation. It is understood that certain bids 
were delayed on account of the heavy floods 
of the past few weeks. This work will be 
let in a short time and completed before the 
end of the year. There are about 2,000 men 
now at work between Atlanta and Anniston. 
Of this distance, 10i miles, one-halt has 
been graded, Track laying is now going on 
westward from Atlanta and will soon begin 
from Anniston eastward.. The work has been 
rapidly and well-done and will be pushed 
ahead with even greater energy than before. 
The road now has so much freight in the 
shape of fertilizers going south that 
its equipment is entirely inadequate. 
The capital stock of the company September , 
30, 1881, was $4,000,000; bonded debt, $4,311,- 
100; net earnings of the year, less operating 
expenses and maintenance, $994,371; fixed 


‘charges, $552,498; surplus, $411,873. or over 10 


per cent on the stock. The net carnings for 
the quarter ending December 31, 1881, were 
¢540,401; fixed charges, $305,180; surplus, 
$235,271, or 5910 per cent on the stock. The 
increase of net earnings for the quarter com-

RATES FROM THE OHIO RIVER.

The question of rates from Ohio river points 
to the south is, to all appearances, very far 
from being settled. Traffic Manager Smith 
and General Freight Agent Culp, of the Lou- 
isville and Nashville, and General Manager 
Scott, of the Erlanger lines, at their confer- 
ence on Monday last, agreed to request the 
rate committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association to meet at Chattanooga 
at the earliest date practicable and fix upon 
a basis that shall be fair and equitable to all 
the roads concerned. It is not un erstood, 
however, that either Mr. Smith 
or Colonel Scott stand pre 
to abide by fhe decision 0 the 
committee should its action bedeemed unfair 
by either side. The recent action of the Chi- 
cago southbound lines with reference to busi- 
ness going beyond the Obio river was wise 
and proper, but the lines south of the Ohio 
will findit no easy task to adjust the rate 
sheet of the Southern Railway and,Steamsbip 
assoviation to the new order of things.

swers. First, why is it that rates are higher 
to certain points now than they were before 
the Southern was constructed? Second, was 
the Southern built for the purpose of advanc- 
ing rates? Third, if not why were they ad- 
vanced as soon as the road was opened for 
business? Fourth, are the objects and pur- 
poses for which the road was built 
clearly- understood, by the rate 
committee as; a whole, but more 
particularly bythe Southern’s representative? 
Of course it has been denied time and again 
that rates are higher now than they were be- 
fore the Southern began to handle through 
traffic, but the fact remains that rates—that 
is, agreed rates—are higher than they were 
rior to the completion of the road, asthe fol- 
louie figures, taken from the original freight 
contracts, will prove. On the article of whis- 
ky the contracts show as follows:

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JOHN CHINAMAN, 


The Way the Dill for Mia Exclu-ion is Viewed In 
Several Quarters. 
From the Washington Critic. 

There.are afew republican members of the 
house who do not believe that the president 
will ‘sign the Chinese bill. The. majority, 
however, believe that he cannot refuse to do 
so. 

“If he vetoes the bill,’ said one of the lat- 
ter, ‘it will be a bad stroke of policy, for the 
bill would be immediately passed over his 
veto in both branches of congress.’’ 

The Pacific coast delegation are sanguine 
that the bill will become a law in a few days, 
and say that, rumjors and stories to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, it will bring about no 
disustrous resu Representative Page, 
who had charge of the bill in the house, 
speaking of a pubiication that the coolies 
would be sent to Hong-Kong and naturalized 
as British subjects and then sent to this coun- 
try, said to day: 

“There is nothing whatever in that story. 
All that was looked into a Jong time ago and 
duly considered, with the satisiactory result 
that the British government will not consent 
to the ovtrriding of the laws of the United 
States in that connection. No, there is noth- 
inginit. Let the bill become a law, and you 
uiuy rest assured that nota d—n Chinaman 
can get into California except as provided in 
the measure.’’ 

LET THE LEGATION LEAVE, 

Concerning the proposed intention of the 
Chinese government totransfer its legation 
from the Unitea States to Spain, should the 
president approve the bill, some doubt is ex- 
pressed as to-whether such a course will be 
adopted. It is admitted as likely, but the 
claim that such action would mat rially in- 
jure American commercial interests is met by 
the statement that the, Chinese government 
would be the greatest loser. 

THE NEW MINISTER TO CHINA, 

Mr. John Russell Young has received his 
commission as minister to China, and is pre- 
paring to depart. In a recent interview with 
the president, the relations between the Uni- 
ted States and China were fully discussed, 
and it has been agreed that no definite in- 
structions will be given him until all meas- 
ures pénding before congress on the Chinese 
question are disposed of. A reason given to 
strengthen the belief that the president will 
sign the bill just passed is that both his 
friends, Senator Jones and Grant, 
are in favor of it. 

WHAT THE CHINESE MINISTER SAYS. 

The Chinese minister told a Critic reporter 
this morning that he had not determined, as 
reported, in case the Chinese bill is approved 
by the president, to transfer his embassador 
tu Spain. He said that under the bill some 
10 000 Chinamen in Cubaand 20,000 in Central 
Americaand Mexico would be forced to remain 
there, because they could not go home with- 
out stopping in San Francisco. He said 
that the bill weuld cause much embarrassment 
to the Chinese in the three places named, for 
the reason that they go home on certain oc- 
casion to celebrate a Chinese feast, and be- 
si‘es, the bodies of all Chinamen dying in 
this or any other foreign country are, after a 
certain peried sent back to China. <A promi- 
nent ofticiatsaid this morning.that President 
Arthur would undoubtedly send the Chinise 
bill back to the senate withvcut his signature.

Shot by Desperadoes. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 31.—A Tombstone, Arizo- 
na territory, dispatch says: This morning Deputy 
Sheriff Breckenridge, with a posse composed of 
Jack Young, E. H. Allen and J. A. Gillespie went 
to Chandler's ranche, about eight miles from the 
tewn, te arrest two notorious desperadoes, Betty 
Grounds alias Billy the Kid, and Dewing Hunt, for 
whom warrants were out for cattle stealing. On 
arriving at the ranche Grounds and Hunt came out 
and commenced firing, when the battle became 
general, Hunt shot Gillespie through the head, 
dropping him dead in his tracks, and woundes 
Allen slightly in the neck by another shot. Allen 
then sent a ball through Hunt's breast, vringing 
him down tcortally wounded, Meantime Brecken- 
ridge put a charge of buckshot into Grounds’s face 
and head, imflicting &{tal wounds. Young, who was 
at the rear of the house to prevent the escape of the 
cow boys in that direction, was shot through the 
thigh, probably by Breckenridge when firing at 
Grounds, Gillespie was a highly respected miner, 
and his death is deniored by allgood citizens. The 
chief of police went out and brought in the wound 
ed this afternoon.

Epritors ConsTiT0tTioN: So much Is said in 
regard to lady clerks and penuy change and 
various changes of rules of business, permit 
the wholesale and retail dealer in grain, ete., 
to urgein Atlanta acustum far superior to 
the present one, namely, the saving of long 
and tedious divisions and substractions, more 
especially as regards grain. For example, 
oats at two dollars per hundred cost just 
sixty four cents per bushel and how much 
easier than to go through a routine of calcula- 
tions en the Jatier basis. We want the bushel 
business done entirely away with. If we re 
member-right, bran was sold inthe days of 
our fathers by the bushel, but that custom 
has drifted out of existence, until now you 
scarcely hear one ask the price of bran per 
bushel. The same rule should apply to all 
grain. Peas at two dollars and fifty cents 
per hundred cost one dollar and fifty cents 
per bushel, and soon with all grain. The 
custom now is to weigh all grain and 
then make the various calculations to find 
the dollars and cents per bushel, when re- 
ally ihey are selling by the hundred weight, 
at last. We predict that. before another 
Christmast dawns upon us, merchants will 
be quoting their grain at so much per hun- 
dred pounds.
